Sinee 1922. when organized 
efforts for child) safety began. the accidental 
death rate in the 5 to 14 age group has dropped 
15 per cent. 

“But Twas not so happy to learn that acei- 
dents in the 15 to 19 age yroup have increased 
6 per cent in the same 30-year period, Nor was 
it pleasant to learn that accidents are the lead- 
ing cause of death to children that. in’ fact. 
accidental deaths of children exeeed the com- 
bined totals of the ten most important diseases. 

“Yet. the National Safety Council says it’s 
hard to convince some school administrators 
that accidents are a serious threat to the lives of 
children, that safety is an important element in 
education, and that large reductions in’ traffic 
deaths can be achieved through driver training 
in our high schools.

Dusk and 
nightfall bring hazards that do not exist in 
bright daylight hours
